But f in California, the Lying and 
ireachery tbat are involved in the 
State's Welfare Program sur pass even 
the usual criminal negligence America 
is guilty of in connectlon with Black 
and poor people. Ronald Reagan {Cali- 
fomia’s Infamoun govemor), likemost 
orher stare heads, issues out a menger 
allowance co women on Welfare, Buc, 
it was recently discovered and brought 
to üght tbat since 1969 the State of 
California has fatled to obey aFederal 
Court order to raise the amount of 
money women and families who re¬ 
ceive benefits for families with young 
children {A.F.D.C, - Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children), Only ojt June 
Isr of this year did the State flnally 
comply with the law, 

But, the State has yet to pay these 


chousands of mothers the back money 
chac has been owed since 1969, That is, 
women should be receiving checks for 
amounts equal to the difference he¬ 
rween the old and new sums, retro- 
actively to 1969, The State had been 
getting this money all the time and 
keeping it. in other words, Ronald 
Reagan must return some of Chat 
money he obviously pocketed, 

If you are a woman receiving Wel¬ 
fare paymencs and have onechild, your 
present payment should be $88., as 
of June lat. Prior to June lst you re- 
ceived $74* every two weeks* The dif~ 
ference is $14* Multiply that by thé 
mimber of payments youVe received 
since 1969 and we figure the State owes 
you $ 604 . Any mother can easïly cal- 
culate her own differences that the 
State owes, 

The California Welfare Rights Qr- 
ganization, along wtih all the other 
local Welfare Rïgltls organfaarians, has 
been working hard to see to it that 
Reagan is made to pay this money he 
has ltterally stolen* Wr? recently spoke 
with Mrs, Barbars Henry, Pres idem of 
the Richmond, California Welfare 
Rights Organization. Below is that in¬ 
terview ui which Mrs, Henry ciearly 
polnts up the cbmradictions exlstent 
bet ween Ronald Reagan and the People: 

Q, Mrs, Henry, could you; teil us how 
do the present Welfare cuts affect 



are on assistance? 

A. The cuts are really designed, the 
regukttions are really designed to put 
more people on Welfare t rather than 
take them off Welfare * And to show 
you one example, on the Ist of July t 
working mothers , over three thousand 
working mothers were supposed to he 
cut off of aid * And iwe found out about 
this , I guess about a week before they 
were gering to put it into regulation , 

We gat together with about fiue o r six 
hzmdred Black mothers here in Rich- 
mond , itie were able to save most 

of those mothers from being pul off 
of Welfare, (NOTE: Part of the Reagan 
cutback was fo figure a working 
mothers expenses on her gross 
monthly income , Bis point was that if 
the State calculates whot the average 
person needs to live on and your gross 
income is more than that t you don’t 
need Welfare supplemmts . He says that 
these working mothers are * t using r * 
Welfare to make "extra” money. He 
feels that lak mg off at amount for a 
person*s personal wants and desires - 
$30.00 and a third - is allowing women * 
too mach money for "unknown use*\ 
Example: $400 gross income - without 
tax deductions - would have t wnfrl 
Reagan*s tn'HHant suggestion r maant 
thal this amount wilt cover wants and 
desires , in this case $30. and $123. t 
or $153. The State th en cal cida led your 
fundamental needs - renl, babysitUng, 
etc * - on this difference, in this 
$247. If your basic needs - also as 
they calculate them - are r for ex- 
ample, $300, t you could get a sup- 
plementary check from the Welfare 
of $53, Reagan feels you don*t need 
thiSt because since you get $400. o 
montk and if your basic needs equal 
$300. t you have the large sum of 
$100 * to "fooi around mth rr J 

Bui the point is that the way that 
the budgets are being compided naw 
they take thirly dollars off the top 
and then a third of whateuer is lefi, 
and that*s the amount of money that 
you gei to keep before other expenses 
and deductions are taken away. Aft er 
that* s narrowed down t they mll take - 
say if yow pay one hundred dollars for 
baby sitting, which is reasonable - they 
will take that offi and they take the 
mileage tnick and for th to uwrk; if you 
pay the social security, the necessary 
deduclions , they wilt take this out. 
And, in moét cases t a mother will 
stül remain on so?ne type of aid, on 
Welfare t whether it be ftfity dollars ,

The trial of R&ndy Williams, a deli- 
cated member of the Black Panther 
Party* who was the vicdm of an at- 
tempted ambush by the Oakland Pollce 
Department, in April of 1970, began 
last week. Randy is on trial because 
he survived rbis viclous attack, 

Randy has been Lncarcerated in Ala- 
meda County Jail for over a year now, 
He has been held for an astronomlcally 
high baü (a ransom of $150,000.), which 
was generously reduced to $75,000, In 
October of 1970. When thePeople raised 
the money, the Alameda County Sheriff' s 
Department refused to accept the money 
in exchange for Randy, 

Randy's trial finally began laat week* 
on July 6th. The old shell game of the 
"jury selection” process began, In the 
case of any young* Black or workirg- 
class potential Juror (someone who 
woLiId have been a peer of Randy 's), it 
wa$ "now you see him* now you dön't. " 
THat ia, ar one time, on one day iSlx 
Black people sat on the full potential 
jury. In a short time* those sbt Blacks 
were dlsmissed* and no Blacks have 
been seen since* The jury is stil! 
allegedly, however* in the process of 
being selecced. 

In addition to dismissing all Blacks, 
infamous prosccutor Frank Vakota(who 
was chiefly responsibie for the false 
conviction of our Chtef of Staff David 
Hüliard) dismi ased every potential 
juror from the panel chat even looked 
lifce he could make a fair and objective 
decision. Vakota and the Alameda 
County Judicia! District wouid Uke no- 
thing more than the same type of jury 
that railroaded to prison the Chief of 
Staff of the Black Panther Party, David 
Hilliard. 

Bui, Randy remalns unworriedby chis 
judïcial farce. He spends his time 
helping to organize and educate thebro- 
thers at Alameda County Jail* as well 
as studying and developing his beauti- 
ful revolutionary consciousness to an 
even higher JeveL 

Below is a profound statement by our 
Comrade regarding the correct di- 
reccion our Party has recently under- 
taken.

On Monday, July 5th, 1971, the Fed¬ 
eral DistrLcc Court of Richmond* Vir- 
ginia began trial proceedtngs agatnst 
the Richmond Five; Charles Brunson 
and Jacob Bethea of the Washington, 
D.C. Chapter of the Black Fanther 


Party; Junitis Underwood of the 
Wïnston - Salem Rranch 0 f Black 
Panther Party; and Alben and Howard 
Moore* two Progressive brothers from 
the Richmond* Virginia Black com - 
munity* who wcretryingto open a Black 
Community Information Center there, 

On that day* Junius Underwood was 
severed from the case, because he had 
additional charges, On the same day, 
a jury was selected, axguments pre- 
sented and the jury was given its in- 
5 truc t ion s to begin deliberation the next 
day* 

The "jury** was selected enmasse, 
Because of a federal law allowtng for

rhis type of "collective selecticn*'of a 
jury, federal railroads can run more 
efficlently* A panel of sixty peoplewas 
brought into the courtroom, The judge 
proceeded to question theui as a group* 
He asked them; (l) lf they had any pre- 
judices toward any race; (2) lf they had 
any prejudices against the Black Pan- 
ther Party; (3) Did they believe that 
Black Pandier Party tnetnbers were 
violent trouble-makers; and (4) Whe- 
ther or not any of them were members 
of the John Bixch Society, the Ku Klux 
Klan or the Black Panther Party. The 
prospective jurors were expected to 
answer this barrage of questlons in 
unison. If any of their answers to these 
questions was yes (which would die- 
qualify them from the jury panel) Chat 
potential juror was expected to stand 
up and say so then* Out of the sixty 
people, all of whom had been expoaed 
to vicieus pre- trial publicicy and pro¬ 
paganda abüiit the Richmond Five, liv-

You knowReagan keeps talkingabout 
the cut-backs and alt these people mak¬ 
ing this extraordinary amount of money 
on Welfare, bui you fmow this is otily 
the white man tkaVs making all this 
money, We get clients making any where 
from $1000. to $1,500. a month and 
they’re stilt on Welfare. Bid grant you 
all this is not the case in all people , 
Wc ran a survey; there were only 18 
people in this whole County receiving 
that kind of money and on Welfare 
(in white conwumities). Bul, just these 
18 people are being used to destroy 
all people on Welfare, and thaVs a bad 
scene. 

Another thing is that we had a hearing 
on July Tth regardmg all kinds ofre- 


pressive regulations. Aft er we won the 
court decision with the tkirty and a 
third, he came down with saying that 
he’s only going to allow you $100. for 
work-related expenses. And this in- 
etudes baby-sittiTig, child care, the 
whole uforks. And you know that no- 
body’s going to be able to live off 
that * I don*t know how crazy the man 
Uiinks we are, bui what is going to 
happen is that it f s going to put more 
people on Welfare, because they’renot 
going to be able to work. And jobs 
are really scarce, so there*s rco such 
thing as forcing people to work. You 
know another thing is this work-ineen* 
tive program. Welt, this is where he*s 
going to have sweeping shit off the 
floor, and this stuff, to work for our 
grants , that we already got. Not ad- 
ditioncl pay , but just for the grant that 
you*re already receiving. And I don*t 
feitow/ whaVs wrong with people in this 
State or this Country, but you know 
everybody just seems tofeel tïke it* s 
not going to get ihrough, it’s not going 
to happen. Bid it*s happening. 

Q, Coidd you give us some informa- 
tion conceming back pay for families 
on Welfare Assistance? 

A, This all goes back to 1969, Welfare 
Rigkts Orgamzation took the State to 
Court * And we fited tke suit in 1969, 
So what it means is that our grants 
ware sitpposed to be increased in 1954. 
And the grants fiave not öeen increaseet 
since then. But we can*t claim for t)iat 
money, because wedidn*t file for it, file 
a suzi unt*7 1969. But we won tke suit. 
So what it means is from 1969, which 
they did increase the checks on June 
Ist, 1971, and from 1969 to June l, 1971 
they öwe us retroactive money. And 
the onïy way uie're going to get this 
money right now - we*re in the process 
of taking it back to court, The money 
is there , And it*s ours, duly ours, be¬ 
cause the Federal Government paid it 
to the State to increase grants. They 
say that they shifted, the State 1 s reason 
as to why we haven*t got the money, 
they* re saying üiat they shift ed it from 
one category to tke other . But youcan*t 
do that, The money*s there for 
A.F.D.C., and A.F.D.C , is supposed to 
see that you get it. So that this money 
is just like money in the bank ; but 
we are going to have io go to court to 
get this money. IVs no about ü. 

But, like, right now we don f t know if 
iVs going to be 3 or 6 months 

or what. But, we wül get the retro - 
actïve money. 

Say | for instance a mother andthree 
kids - up untü June Ist they were 
getting $221. (per month); she shotdd 
have been getting $261., jour or five 
years ago.

soaked and rainted. Maurice Gordon is 
the most vicious, barbar ie slumlord in 
Boston, who is respunsible for at lease 
13 known deaths and coumless hundreds 
of injuries, 

To prove tMspolnr, in 1963, the Sherry 


daad and 27 injured. More reeently, a 
fire in the 40 unit, 5-story Park Cham- 
bers at 50 Petersboro Street, owned by 
Gordon* s son, Robert Gordon, also 
burned, leaving 8 people dead, (ThelSth 
known death occurred In Match, 1970, 
when a small child feil through a faulty 


door in an illegal open~shaft elevator, 
again in the apattment building at 50 
Petersboro Street*) A closer look at the 
tragedy on Petersboro Street will re- 
veal much more into the nature ofM&u- 
rlce Gordon, bis mini-empire and its 
interconnectfon wlth the corrupt city of¬ 


ficials of Boston, 

50 Petersboro Street has a long 
hisLory of being an unfit place to house 
human beings, Records show this asfar 
back as December, 1965, when the build¬ 
ing was condemned as iJ unsafe and dan- 
gerous 1 *, Not only did the house tilt, 
but the foundation was sinking, the boiler 
was not safely situated in relationshipto 
the rest of the building and the total 
scructure was therefore considered a 
fire hazard. These blatant housing code 
violations were not movedonfor 3years 
and it waeiih until 1968 that repairs 
were sccomplished, Also on record are 
registered Letters of a tenant, John 
Gresham, which had been sent out in 
1967, to complain to supposediy re- 
sponsUde housfng officials of major 
housing coda violations in thatdwelling. 

Prior to the fire which consumsd the 
building and caused 8 deaths in March 
of rhat year, 5 fires wirhin 2yearswere 
recorded for 50 Petersboro Street. After 
the disaster which caused 8 deaths, a 
gruup which called themselves Lhe 50 
Petersboro Street Survivors, hiredboth 
lawyera and inv es ti gators to determine 
culpabilLty (for the blasé, and if nee- 
essary seek court action), Wfiat the in¬ 
vestigators found were as follows; 1) 
manu al fire doors which wouldnü close; 
2) overhead sprinkler heads which had 
been painted over so as to make them 
non-funetton al; 3) a lack of safety exists 
(most of the dead were found in the left 
rear corner of the building where no 
fire escapes were located); 4)plywood 
panelling, suspected of not being coated 
with fire-resistant mater ials which 
were considered responsible for the 
quick spread of the fire. ( it should be 
noted that it was this same reason, 
neglect of proper co at big of plywood 
panelling with fire-resistant materlals, 
which was held responsible for the 
1963 Sherry Biltmore fire which killed 
4 psople.) Tc was out of this investiga- 
tion that the city officials Ln Boston 
began to show their true Interests. 


Following a court injunction which 
stöpped Gordon from razing the build¬ 
ing in order to prevent a more thorou^h 
investigation, a meeting took place 
beisveen buüding ccunmisstoner Thuma, 
Deputy building commissioner Leo

nated In the fiasco when the Boston City 
Council met to investigate the situation.

Daily, Black men and women are 
conmcted for the commitment of any 
<me of the innumerahte small acts ne- 
cessary for their survival in this ra¬ 
cist, exploitative, decadent society. 
This society condemns and pimishes 
them for the crime of survival, for 
suimounting tke daily injustices in this 
country and continuing to live and 
struggle in spite of these conditions, 
This society* s imprisonment of them is 
au ejfort to crusfc them, for they are 
a great part of the strength, the future 
and tke backbone of our commmity . 


James 1 * Jimmy 11 Carr is ene suchin- 
dimdual. He loc enemmtered the 
ractsm, the dekimanizing treatment 
that every Black youth in America 
does, just growing up in the Black 
community . By 1959, he was convicted 
of armed robbery and serving time 
(Jive years to Ufo) in the Califomia 
prisons t (He is 27 years old now.) 
There he met George Jackson t another 
young Black convicted on charges 
Stemming from a $70, gas stationrob- 
bery for which he (George) has spent 
eteven years in the State penüentiary, 


George Jackson hada profound affect 
on Jimmy . Of kis meeting George ( he 
said , '\ r jlnd I ran into a fellow by the 
name of George Jackson - oh, back in 
1959 - and avery different type of Black 
man, bccause he never carried himself 
like other Black mm , (That’s vohat 1 
want to talk about )„, George was a dif¬ 
ferent type of fellow, you know, like in 
those days, you had no Panihers J you 
had nonationalists, that we knewofany- 
way f jou know « Like people liever, we 
Tiener knew anythingaboid DuBois, or 
Garvey or noihing like this, because it 
wasn’t tavght to us in school, so there- 
fore we never knew,*. At the time, I 
couldn’t read or write, or anything like 
this, you know . Let me see, I mis to 
find out later that George was a very 
selfless person, selfless in that George 
would go out of his way to helpanyone, 
Like George started me to reading, 
starled me to writing. He taught me my 
basic gram mor, ba sic mathemcdics, 
and all this stuff, He took time vrith 
me,,, in things that I reallyneeded help 
in, and he started bringing me up to a 
stature that 1 c&uld respect 

And later, Jimmy met Huey P, 
Newton, Minister of Defense of the 
Black Paniher Party, when he (Jimmy) 
iransferred to Califomia Men r s colony 
(CMC), at San Luis ÓMspo, a State 
prison, He gained more education and 
consciousness and a greater laueand 
understanding of the people, the Black 
Panther Party and the need for unity 
in order to survive. Ha said, in July, 
1970 (when he was finally released), 
of Huey and George, "... lt*s just 

a shame that a man like George Jack- 
son or Huey P, Newton, two leaders 
like this that contribute so much tothe 
cause of the people , you know, the 
struggle of people, notjust tkestruggle 
for Black people, but the struggle, you 
fmow, of just people in gener al, should 
be incarcerated in Califomia PenalJn- 
stitutions, i4mf that people would allow 
this to go on, people wouldn*l somekaw t 
somehow rally to their thing, and see 
just ur hal is taking place , And it would 
he a grievous atrocity if the peo- 
ple were allowed togo on and keep these 
people locked up like this, like iPs a 
thing like leaders that l tenoui in prison 
that should be lihsrated, you know;and 
like George Jackson and Huey P, 
Newton are those people/* 


Jimmy Carr had gom back andforth 
to jail vntil 1963 , when he was sent to 
prison to stay for seven long years, Be 
was released from jail in July of 1970, 
on parole, He ujös able to enroll at the 
University of Califomia at Santa Cruz, 
where he aiso became a teacher* s as¬ 
sistent, But he didn r t forget the George 
Jacksons, the Fleeta Drunigos and the 
John Chitchettes and all kis comrades 
stïll in the prisons , whose desperate 
situation he wa $ too fa nu har with. He 
worked actively in student affairs and in 
the community as well r educating peo¬ 
ple to the viciousne ss of the pii son Sys¬ 
tem, 


Last April, he was arrested at the San 
Francisco County Courthouse during a 
struggle which had taken place there, 
George Jackson t Fleeta Drumgo and 
John Clutchette, the Soledad Braihurs, 
had been in oouri to present some 
motions for their defense, Uponleaving 
the CQurtroom, George was aitacked by 
Sheriffs depidies * of this at- 

tack upm George t many courtroom 
spectators were harassed and some ar¬ 
rested by the. over-zeatous depuiies, 
who had even called tke infamaus San 
Francisco Tactical Squad in to “help". 
One of those arrested and beaten uws 
Jimmy, who not only had a right to be 
there, but was there to fulfill a class 
assignment from U.C, Santa Cruz » He 
had been specifically told by his 
instructor to gather information about 
this specific trial, for a requiredterm 
paper * Brother Jimmy is said to have 
assaulted the pigs there in their caurt- 
house, combination courtroom - jail - 
room, A man <nd on parole r knowing 
that tke slïghtest ïnfraction of the 
parole agreement means return to 
prison is supposed to have done this, 

The real reason for Jimmy 1 s arrest 
is his heightemd his 

love for the Black Panther Party and 
the people. A love that grew from the 
knowledge out inspiration that he 
gained from Huey P, Newton and ueorgv 
Jackson while in prison. 

Bui this faise arrest and trumped- 
up charge is just the beginning of th8 
fasast operation to either mcarcercte 
for life Jimmy Carr or io murderhini,

The selection of jurors was com™ 
pleted on Friday, July 9th f in the trial 
of Huey P. Newton, Minister of De- 
fense of the Black Panther Party, The 
jury consists of nine whites, two Maxi- 
can Americans and one Black. There 
are ten women and !.tpo men. On July 
9th, the altemate jurors were ckosen- 
all three of them are Black. 


The indietment um read lo the jury 
and the proseador’s (NOTE; The pro- 
secidor in this trial is Donald Whyte. 
In error in last week's issue f we gave 
the name of the prosecutor as Lowell 
Jenson. Jenson iwas the prosecutor in 
the original trial J opening statement 
which lïias supposed to müline the evi- 
dence was given. He pointed out that 
on October 28, 1967, when Huey was 
shot by Oakland policc and then ar- 
rested, that the day that Huey's 
three-year probation (from another 
case} was ended, Be on lo give 
his account of that night, on which he 
says that two policemen , Her hert 
Heanes and John Frey, were supposedly 
attacked and shot at, lenving Frey dead 
and Heanes tuounded, Two 9 millimeter 
cartridges were foimd, kowever, no 
weapon has appeared. 


Phe prosecution claims that Hmy 
used Frey' s ownguïi to kiU Frey, Whyte 
added that he knew this because the 
Minister of De fense was the onty one 
with access to the gun. By the way 
he described the whole incident it was 
ve ry clear that the entire Black Panther 
Party was on trial . The prosecutor 
constantly alluded to the fact that Huey 
was a momber of the Black Panther 
Party. As with alt thé trials Black Pan- 
th&Y Party members have faced since 
Huey’sfirst trial in 1968 1 the p rosecu¬ 
tion concentrated on putting the Party 
on trial rather ihan making a real 
statement about possible factual tnjor- 
matïon on a so-called crime . Huey P. 
Newton ioas Uien and is nou \ portrayed 
as a vicieus murderer „ 

Charles Garry bégan his opening 
statement by retating Huey r s back¬ 
ground and the development of the 
Party from its begiming ïn 1966. He 
made the poïnt that Huey P. Newton 
along with Bobby Seate realized that a 
Black man in America shotdd have the 
right to defend himseff from attack. 


It is interesting to note that when 
Frey stopped the car and looked into 
the driver*s seat. he said r * 4 Welt, 
ivell who have we here; the great Huey 
P. Newton." As Garry coniinucd, the 
fact that Heanes stopped the car bef ore 
he knew whether or not there a 
traffic violation even imolved hecame 
very clear. The marnier ïn which the 
car was stopped proved to be nothing 


more tfian harassmenl of Huey P. 
Newton, because of the Black Panther 
Party r by the Oakland Potice Depart -» 
m ent. 

AU of the things that occur after 
the car was stopped show that Huey 
and kis traveling companion. Gene 
McKinney, were sitting patiently

ted the tape That mfstake and that 
false abstracrlon was fatal to the first 
case in 1968; this loss of the law book 
Is equally fatal to the second, insLant 
case, The trial cannot go on and should 
not go on; th&re should be an ad- 
Joumment ami a recess should be asked, 
and the defense should go into the 
federal court [f neceasary (for the con- 
stitutional violaTon is not different to 
the defcndant than if the law book had 
been stolen rather than M only lost'**) 
We must eall in as friends of the court 
rhe A.C.LJJ,, rhe National Laders 
Guild, etc, 

This is cruel and unusual to ask the 
defense now for the third time (re- 
ferring to the loss of the law book the 
first time, its seemingly criminal dis- 
appearance this time: and the cynical 
and heartless use of a transcript in sub- 
stitution for a tape of the first trial 
wnen the D,A. had marked in the mar¬ 
gin that he knew his ow 1 ,! copy 
revealed tliat !is knew that the tape 
sald. something different}* 

The wltoie thesis of the proseeution 
is based on the portrayal of the “mad- 
dog Panther” and the '“peacekeeplng 
police officer", The antithesis to that 
whole concept is the fact of Huey’s 
life and the life of the Party aymbolized 
by the law book, and the life of Huey 
and the Party is predicated upon the 
at tempt at law and order with justice.

did that night in October of 1968 and 
what now the state has dons, and that 
would bc compounding and repeating that 
fat al error of denying the reality that 
that law book was an excension of Mr. 
Newton, This would be like cutting off 
an arm, and in fact Mr, Newton could 
function without his arm, but he could 
not function without his brain* 

The court must not do what first the 
police offtcer dld and now the D É A, 
claims was done by accident, The court 
must not do purposely what, by the post 
charitable analysis, we can say was done 
accidcntully, 

We would like to point out at least 
five reasons as to why a sripulacion 
and a facsimile is a total derrial of the 
rights of defense, First of all, as the 
judge stated, this is not a game and 
this is certainly not a drama or a 
theatricai event, where a prop could 
be used, and this is not a road show or 
a national company of a play thacplayed 
in 1968, This is the first and only time 
for this jury.

yers, these forms r ele as ed Gordon from 
arry damages resulting from the fire.

lunch is about 35f. And this 35p is 
going to be subtracted from the Wel¬ 
fare grants. The same thing with food 
stamps; when you pay $21, for food 
stamps you get $53. (toorth of stamps), 
That'd be about $30. In other words f 
they would subtract the $30, front your 
grant, rather than hold $53, t they just 
subtract what you don't pay from your 
grant, (*This is occurring now with 
food stamps * People who do not get 
food stamps get no more actual cash 
than those wko do J Bid the food stamps 
and the free lunches , they 1 re going to 
do that regardless of whether you get 
them or not, This is all available to 
all people on Welfare t so therefore 
(they argue) they're going to deduct it.

Knowing that the filing of com- 
plaLnts or any attemptairequestlngiii- 
vestigations inm this, as weïl as alltlie 
other racist poUcies of the U,$, mili¬ 
tary and its South Korean lackies, would 
only be fucïle, the Black soldiers 
vanted their frustrations on all the 
reactionary symbols ofcapitalismand 
racist exploitation Ln the town. 

At this point, U.S. Military Police 
and South Korean Puppet Army Police, 
along with racist, white GJ/s attacked 
the Black G,1/s.
